Careful ironing 
rids rug of wax

DEAR PO LLY — My Pointer is for those who may be put­ 
ting down self-sticking floor tiles. We have just put them down 
in our bathroom and kitchen and would like to pass on some in­ 
formation that we learned for ourselves. 
We had cleaned the floors and had them ready for laying the 
tiles the next day but neglected to read over the instructions 
until the next morning when we were ready to start work. We 
noted that the tiles were to be kept at 65 degrees for 12 hours 
previous to installation and since our thermostat is set at 55 
degrees during the night the tiles were too brittle to install 
without breaking. Instead of waiting all day for the tiles to 
warm up we took them out of the box and laid them down, two 
at a time, on the sheet on our bed. Then we turned on the elec­ 
tric blanket to “ High” and covered the tiles. In a very short 
time they were pliable and ready to be laid. Ours were the 
self-adhesive, peel-the-back-off tiles that come about 45 to the 
box. We thought this a great idea. — DIANNE.

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Mulches Discussed 


Most Aren’t True 


BY NEIL SPERRY 
Landscape Horticulturist 
Mulches are the ideal 
investment. They pay off in 
several directions. If you’re 
a flower or vegetable gar­ 
dener, reading the next 
several lines can save your 
valuable money and more 
valuable time. 
First, what is a mulch? 
Simply put a mulch is a 
barrier. It’s a layer of in­ 
sulation. It may be compost 
or leaf mold, shredded bark, 
dried grass clippings, black 
polyethylene plastic or even 
overlapped 
newspapers. 
Mulches are placed on top of 
bare ground, generally not 
incorporated into it. 
Next, what does a mulch 
do? Up north, gardeners use 
them to lessen the chance 
their plants will freeze out in 
winter. Mulches reduce the 


rate of freezing and thawing 
(that’s 
what 
does 
the 
damage). Nature often adds 
her own personal mulch, in 
the form of blankets of snow. 
We southern gardeners, 
however, are more con­ 
cerned with summertime 
matters, like conserving 
moisture. Mulches keep soil- 
air contact down to a 
minimum, so evaporation is 
greatly reduced. They also 
keep soil from packing 
tightly from beating rainfall 
and watering. 
Mulches also slow flow of 
water, just as turf does on a 
hillside. More water soaks 
in, less runs to the street. 
Less erosion, too, if that’s a 
concern. 
Then there are weeds. 
Mulches are great natural 
repellents. 
The 
black 
pol ye th yl en e 
plastic, 


properly overlapped, keeps 
almost all weeds from 
growing. Thick 
(three to 
four 
inches) 
layers 
of 
compost or bark make it 
more difficult for seeds ever 
to start. Even newspapers, 
laid overlapping and three or 
four sheets thick, will retard 
weeds. Used in conjunction 
with a soil sterilent such as 
Vapam (prior to planting), 
mulches can result in nearly 
weed-free gardens. 
Mulches also protect fruit, 
especially tomatoes, squash, 
melons, cukes and those 
others that grow close to the 
ground. Many insects, and 
especially diseases, inhabit 
the soil. Keeping fruit up off 
the ground helps keep the 
problems from getting a 
toehold. Mulches also keep 
leafy crops (lettuce, greens, 
etc.) cleaner.

A rose is a rose, but the 
ivies do vary. There’s Boston 
ivy and Swedish ivy, poison 
ivy and devils ivy. No two 
are related and none is 
really true ivy. 
English ivy, however, is 
the genuine article. It s also 
one of 
A m erica’s most 
widely 
recognized 
and 
universally grown 
garden 
plants. It s one of the finest 
green covenngs for bare 
earth, fences and walls. 
English ivy finds greatest 
use hereabouts as a ground 
cover in spots where grass 
would be tough to maintain 
It 
grows and survives on 
less light than St. Augustine, 
so it’s a natural substitute 
under m ulberries, oaks, 
pecans and the other heavy- 
shade-casting trees. 
Ivy’s 
tangling roots are great for 
holding soil on steep slopes. 
Its no-mow requirem ents 
make it perfect for small 
spots in the landscapes. 
Many varieties of the 
common 
English 
ivy 
(Hedera Heliz) are offered 


locally for sale 
Compact 
forms 
- 
Needlepoint. 
Minima, 
Maple Leaf and 
Hahn's Self Branching - are 
good for compact locations. 
Variegated and speckled 
types also can be found All 
are propagated readily by 
cuttings taken just about 
anytime. 


Algerian 
ivy 
(Hedera 
canariensis) is another close 
relative. Its big claim to 
fame is its leaves, four and 
five times the size of its 
English first cousin It needs 
generally more shade, more 
moisture in summer and less 
cold in the winter to keep 
growing happily. 


Ivies prosper well in shade 
or part shade. With care 
they’ll even take sun. though 
more careful watering will 
be required. 
Prepare soil carefully 
prior to planting. Eliminate 
weeds as well as you can to 
lessen future problems. 
Space small potted plants on 
12-18 inch centers Water and 
fertilize regularly 
to en­ 


courage complete coverage. 
Growth may seem slow at 
the outset, but within 12-18 
months the plants should be 
filled in. 
English 
ivy 
leaves, 
triangular 
in juvenility, 
become round when allowed 
to 
climb 
and 
mature. 
Flowers are produced on 
mature growth only. They’re 
yellowish-green and not at 
all showy.

Expert Discusses 
Tomato Growing

To many Texans gar­ 
dening 
means 
growing 
tomatoes. 
Growing tomatoes in the 
backyard garden can be a 
fascinating and rewarding 
venture or it can be a very 
frustrating one. A sickly 
tomato plant which produces 
few if any fruit certainly 
doesn’t help anyone’s gar­ 
dening spirit. 
For homeowners growing 
tomatoes for the first time, 
some simple advice might 
help many of them avoid 
common pitfalls. 
First, homeowners should 
not grow tomatoes unless 
they can be placed in an area 
that receives sunlight for at 
least six hours a day. 
Tomato plants placed bet­ 
ween tall shrubs, under trees 
or between buildings simply 
won’t produce a good tomato 
crop. 
Second, 
good 
soil 
is 
essential for good growth 
and high yeilds. Often, poor 
soil can be improved with 
liberal amounts of organic 
matter and by proper fer­ 
tilization. A dark, heavy clay 
or even a fine sand can be 
improved by working three 
to four inches of organic 
matter into the soil where 
the tomatoes are to be

planted. 
If only a few tomato plants 
are to be grown, a space at 
least two feet square should 
be prepared for each plant. 
The soil should be worked to 
a depth of at least 12 inches. 
Liberal amounts of organic 
matter and a small amount 
of fertilizer such as 10-20-10 
or 12-24-12 should be mixed 
into the soil where the plant 
is to be grown. 
Variety selection is of 
utmost importance and is 
one of the keys to growing 
tomatoes 
successfully. 
Select varieties that resist 
many 
of 
the 
common 
diseases. 
Better 
Boy, 
Fantastic, Spring Giant, 
Homestead, Big Set, Porter, 
Terrific or the small-fruited 
Small Fry are excellent for 
most areas of Texas. 
Plants can be grown at 
home or purchased at local 
retail outlets. When buying 
plants, 
the 
homeowner 
should check closely for 
suspicious spots on the 
leaves which could be one of 
the many foliage diseases 
that 
are 
common 
to 
tomatoes. Short, stocky, 
dark green plants are best. 
When the transplants are 
set in the garden, 
they 
should be planted somewhat 
deeper than they were 
originally growing. Plants 
grown in peat pots or peat 
blocks 
should 
not 
be 
removed, but rather the 
entire container planted. 
Sometimes it is helpful to 
break out the bottom of the 
pot, but avoid damaging any 
of the roots. 
When 
setting 
tomato 
plants in the garden, use a 
starter solution to assure 
adequate fertility during the 
early stages of growth. 
Starter solutions can be 
purchased at local garden 
centers, or can be made by 
mixing one to two level 
tablespoons of a complete 
garden fertilizer in a gallon 
of water. About one cup of 
the starter solution should be 
applied in the transplant 
hole prior to planting. 
For the best results, the 
transplants should be set in 
the garden on cloudy days or 
late in the afternoon. The 
plants should be protected 
from adverse conditions 
such as high winds or ex­ 
cessive heat for a week or so 
after transplanting. 
Almost 
all 
tomato 
varieties should be staked, 
trellised or caged for best 
results. Any method is good 
if it keeps the fruit off the 
ground.

Experiment Viewed

A 
novel 
method 
of 
propagating 
the 
widely 
popular live oak tree without 
using seeds (acorns) has 
been developed by hor­ 
ticulturists at 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural Experim ent 
Station (TAES). 
The new technique per­ 
mits live oak growers to 
select trees for uniformity 
and provide superior trees 
for the public, says Dr. 
David L. 
Morgan, 
hor­ 
ticulturist 
with 
the 
Experiment 
Station 
at 
Dallas. 
Desirable characteristics 
in live oaks which could be 
selected and propagated 
include tree shape, leaf 
color, 
leaf retention in 
winter, increased growth 
rate, drought tolerance, and 
possibly insect and disease 
resistance. 
Tile implications of land­ 
scape dcs^n with uniform 
plant materials are readily 
obvious to growers and 
landscape 
horticulturists, 
Morgan points out. Instead 
of growing the oaks from 
seed, cuttings are multiplied 
from selected trees. This 
system, 
called 
asexual 
propagation, 
gives 
con­ 
sistently 
high 
quality, 


uniform trees. 
The live oak is native to a 
vast region of Central, South 
and 
East 
Texas and is 
adaptable to nearly all 
corners of the State. It’s 
thought to be the number I 
landscape tree in Texas and 
is widely popular elsewhere 
in the South. 
At present, nurserymen 
grow the live oak from seed. 
The 
problem 
with 
this 
method is that the live oak is 
wind pollinated, and seed 
from a beautiful spreading 
oak may also get half its 
characteristics 
from 
a 
nearby tree that’s weak, 
diseased, and ugly. 
In the past three years, 
Morgan has successfully 
propagated native live oaks 
from tip-stem cuttings. 
The cuttings are taken 
from young, select trees in 
the spring-summer growing 
season, 
treated 
with 
a 
chemical hormone, and kept 
in a high humidity chamber 
at the Experiment Station at 
Dallas. 
Cuttings form 
roots in 
twelve weeks and when 
grown should be like the 
parent tree. 
An example of the ad­ 
vantage of this method is the 
propagation 
of 
trees 
resistant to the mealy-oak

gall. These unsightly galls 
develop on limbs or trunks 
and as many as 10,000 galls 
may be attached to a highly 
susceptible tree. 
Caused by a small wasp, 
the gall is harmless to the 
tree but 
is disfiguring. 
Such trees, if propagated 
through 
stem 
cuttings, 
would retain their resistance 
to galls. And if disease- 
resistant trees can be found 
they can be multiplied in the 
same way. 
Morgan and other hor­ 
ticulturists are enthusiastic 
about this relatively rapid 
method of improvement of 
the much beloved live oak.

hut it will thrive if you visit it

If you don’t 
check it regularly, insects, 
disease or lack of water can 
decimate your little Eden in 
less than a week So plan the 
garden close to the house 
where watching it won t be a 
hassle 
Third—the soil Exact soil 
type is not that important. 
Ideally, soil should be fertile 
and easy to till, with just the 
right texture - a loose, well- 
drained loam 


If your backyard dirt 
doesn’t 
meet 
these 
specifications IOO percent, 
don’t panic. You can whip it 
into shape without breaking 
your back. 
If at all possible, avoid 
areas infested with Johnson 
grass and other ugly weeds. 
Avoid putting your garden 
on top of a rocky ledge or in a 
poorly drained area. All of 
these create difficulties 
when it comes to gardening. 
The fourth consideration 
for location is water. Put 
your garden near a spigot. 
No poor reflection on Mother 
Nature, but she doesn’t 
always pull out the stops 
when 
you 
need 
rain. 
Including rain and the water 
hose, your garden will need 
at least one inch of water per 
week 


Assuming you still want a 
garden, you’re ready for the 
planning stage. 
Step one of the planning 
stage is selecting what 
vegetables you want to grow. 
If you like tomatoes, plan to 
plant tomatoes. If you like 
beans, plan to plant beans 
With few exceptions, most 
vegetables will do well in 
most 
areas 
of 
Texas 
provided you observe the 
proper planting times. 
You may be limited in 
your choice of vegetables by 
lack of space or by unusually 
poor conditions. If you’re 
undecided about a variety, 
call your County Extension 
office and they will be glad to 
send you the recommended 
vegetable varieties for you 
area 
Step two is the tough part, 
but it is worth it. Make a 
rough diagram of the gar­ 
den Then make a chart. The 
sooner you get it done, the 
better It will help you make 
deadlines 
you 
might 
otherwise 
put 
off 
until 
tomorrow, put off until next 
week or miss altoghether. 
The chart will tell you the 
kind of vegetables you’re 
going to plant, the distance 
between rows and plants, 
amount of fertilizer to use 
and time of planting. A little 
planning will go a long way 
toward making your 1977 
garden a big success.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI)-The 
outcome 
of 
the 
1977 
Legislature’s 
protracted 
battle over public school 
finance will depend largely 
on the efforts of a lawmaker 
pushing a longshot proposal 
for equalizing educational 
opportunity. 
Sen. Oscar P. Mauzy, D- 
Dallas, once the vanguard of 
liberals in the legislature, is 
carrying the liberal stan­ 
dard once again on school 
finance reform but appears 
to have lost his fervor on 
other issues. 
Critics contend Mauzy 
abandoned the liberal cause 
altogether with his con­ 
troversial decision to co­ 
sponsor a bill to increase 
interest rates on small loans. 
Mauzy, 50, says he has 
become more realistic and 
decided to concentrate more 
and more of his efforts to 
pushing 
school 
finance 
reform in the face of 
seemingly hopeless odds - a 
sharply different House 
version of the school finance 
bill which has the strong 
backing of Gov. 
Dolph 
Briscoe. 
Mauzy acknowledges the 
school issue is frustrating 
but says he hopes he has 
matured to the point he 
understands the problem 
cannot be cured quickly. 
‘‘If 
you 
believe 
in 
something you ought to be 
willing to get out here and 
spend a little sweat and spill 
a little blood,” he says. 
Mauzy is pushing a $2 
billion school finance bill 
that would boost teacher 
salaries $1.2 billion and 
require 
richer 
school 
districts to raise property 
taxes $635 million in two 
years. 
The senator’s proposal 
contrasts sharply with Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe’s recom­ 
mendations and a $692 
million bill drawn up by the 
House 
Education 
Com­ 
mittee. 
The House bill allocates 
less money than Mauzy’s for 
equalization aid to benefit 
poor districts and requires 
local districts to reduce 
property taxes $75 million in 
1979. 
“There 
may 
be 
one 
(property tax cut), but it’s 
wrong,” 
Mauzy 
says. 
“You’re just continuing to 
require the poor to subsidize 
the rich. 
“I know it’s politically 
popular to say no new taxes 
and to say I’m going to 
reduce your taxes. It’s not a 
question of trying to be 
popular. It’s a question of 
what’s constitutional and 
what’s right.”

Mauzy is convinced courts 
eventually will require a

“Eventually a court is 
going to declare the rights of 
the people and order this 
legislature to do what it 
knows we ought to do without 
some court laying it over 
their sore backs,” Mauzy 
says. “I think it’s an act of 
political cowardice for the 
legislative and executive 
branch to put those decisions 
over on the judiciary. 
“That s the part that hurts 
me — that we won’t suck up 
our gut and do what we ought 
to do.” 
Education 
is 
the 
paramount legislative issue 
for Mauzy. 
“The reason I first ran for 
the legislature was because I 
wasn’t satisfied with the 
quality of education being 
delivered in Texas. That was 
IO years ago. We have made 
some progress. You get 
frustrated 
the 
rate 
of 
progress isn’t as great as 
you like. But we started from 
a long way back.” 
The 
importance 
of 


education in Mauzy’s own 
life makes his priorities 
understandable. 
Mauzy, 50. grew up in the 
Depression in an area of 
grinding poverty in Houston. 
His 
father, 
a 
railroad 
switchman, died when he 
was 5 leaving a widow and 
eight children. 


Mauzy’s first job was in a 
grocery store at age 6. By 
the time he joined the Navy 
on his 17th birthday, he had 
thrown 
newspapers, 
delivered telegrams, shined 
shoes and worked as a helper 
for a building contractor. 
After World War II he 
attended the University.
